Legal Lights in Broad Smiles. 
In other words, the president's message on 
the income tax feature, while it was entirely 
sound in. most particulars, contained a 


-@ statement so completely at variance with the 


facts that the lawyers who have looked up 
the original statute are smiling broad smiles 
tonight and wondering how the eminent 
heads of the profession who participated 
.in the White house conference could have 
failed to read the law which they were dis- 
cussing, because it is evident they did not 
read it and confined their references to the 
subject to a study of the Supreme court de- 
cision regarding the constitutionality of the 
income tax.

Other legal luminaries at the disposal of 
the president were Joseph McGavock Dick- 
inson,. who was assistant attorney general in 
the closing years of the Gieveland admin- 
istration whem the income tax cases were in 
the Supreme court. Richard Achilles Bal- 
linger, who studied law with-S. Corning Judd 
in Chicago. and Charles Nagel, who has been 
a member of the faculty of the St. Louis Law 


school since 1886 and who is now secretary 


of commerce and labor. In subdued light at 
the conference was Franklin MacVeagh of 
Chicago, secretary of the treasury, who has 
been a great merchant but who did once prac- 
tice law himself and who now ifs at the head 
of the department which controls the finances 
of the government. 

That such a convocation of legal talent 
should have permitted the president to have 
made an erroheous statement of fact regard- 
ing the income tax law is at least surprising, 
although it must be explained that the whole 
thing is merely a good joke and that no pos- 
sible harm has come or could come to any- 
hody by the mistake.

BLACKMAIL CRY IN TRIAL 


More Stories of Divorce Plain- 


New York, June 17.—[{Special.J—The cry 
of “blackmail” was raised at the trial of 
Kathrine Clemmons Gould’s suit for sepa- 
ration from Howard Gould by De Lancey 
Nicoll, counsel for the defense, today, and 
the most exciting incident of the trial fol- 
lowed, Justice Dowling admonished Mr. Nic- 
oll for his offensive language, whereupon Mr. 
Nicoll apologized to the court, but at the 
time showed no intention of squaring him- 
self with Clarence J. Shearn, counsel for Mrs. 
Gould, whose cross’ examination of one of the 
defense’s star witnesses brought forth the re- 
mark. 

Mr. Shearn was so angered by the incident 
that he was unable to continue examining 
the witness and, in order to restore harmony, 
several hours were devoted to the names of 
depositions. 


The clash between the counsel was equaled 
in interest by the testimony just at the close 
of the afternoon session when a former foot- 
man for Mrs. Gould told what he knew of the 
happenings at a card party in March, 1905, 
at the home of Mrs. George Underwood Kirk- 
patrick, 8 West Highty-seventh street, when 
it is charged Mrs. Gould bit Mrs. Kirkpatrick 


in the arm. 
The witness had a good deal to say about 
how Mrs. Burnett, wife of Gen. Henry L. 


Burnett, former United States district attor- 
ney, got Mrs. Gould home to the St. Regis late 
that night. 
say whether Mrs. Irving Smeltser, who was 
Mrs. Taylor at that time, got a black eye, but 
he told about finding all the women erying 
and said they thought Mrs. Gould had jumped 
out of a window. The witness said he found 
Mrs. Gould in the basement of the apart- 
ment house wh@re the Kirkpatricks lived. 


Melville D. Chapman, son of Elverton R. 
Chapman and member of the stock exchange 
firm of BE. R. Chapman & Co., was the wit- 
ness whose cross-examination brought about 
hostiligies. He is the first friend and asso- 
clate of Howard Gould to appear in his de- 
fense. Two years ago he was Fetontont in 


that Howard Gould took her henhend away 
with him on frequent yachting trips on the 
Niagara and influenced him agzcinst her. 

The defense called Mr. Chapman to tell 
what happened on a trip to the West Indies 
when they left here on the lith or 16th of 
December and returned on January 26. He 
said he observed tlie conduct of Mrs. Gould 
toward her husband and was asked: 

“Was there any difference in her manner 
when she had not been drinking and when | 
she had?” 

“At times she was affable and pleasant, 
when she had not been drinking,” he replied, 
“but after indulging in Nquor her manner 
would change. She once told Mr. Gould she 
was

RUSS SHIP FIRES ON BRITISH 


Apereashon Royal Yacht. 


I seaiics and Czar Meet and Srskaueh 
Cordial Greetings. 


. [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, June 17.—A Russian torpedo 
boat belonging to the squadron protecting 
the czar and his family in the Gulf of Fin- 
land this morning fired upon the British 
cargo steamer Woodburn, wounding the fire- 
man and greatly damaging the ship. 

The Russian royal yacht, the Standart, 
with the czar aboard, had gone to the bay 
to meet Emperor William of Germany, who 
had journeyed there aboard the imperial 
yacht, the Hohenzollern. The two emperors 
met later and spent practically the entire 
day together. 

The firing on the Woodburn seems to have 
been the result of overanxiety on the part 
of the commander of the torpedo boat lest 
the safety of the imperial family be en- 
dangered, and it repeated in miniature the 
panic firing by some of Admiral Rojest- 
vensky'’s warships on the fleet of British 
trawlers in the North Sea when the Russian 
fleet was bound for Japan during the Russo- 


Japanese war. 


Excess of Zeal Cause. 

No official information has heen received 
by the foreign office, but all of the London 
papers take the affair calmly and ascribe it 
to excess of zeal by the individual officer. 
It is known that the strictest orders were 
issued for escorting the fleet at Reval and not 
to allow any ship by any pretext whatever | 
within a certain distance of the imperial 
yachts, It is stated that in addition to these 
precautions the yachts were equipped with 
submarine bells so a8 to be automatically 
warned of the approach of any vessel. 

Whitfield & Co. of Newcast! 
the owners of the Woodburn, received witele- 
gram from Capt. Robertson, the master of 
the steamer, dated Fredriksham, Finland, 
stating that as the steamer was leaving 
Fredriksham, the torpedo boat fired upon it, 
blowing away the Woodburn’s deck. and 
steam pipes and making a hole through the . 
bulwarks and stokehold casing. Fireman 
Boyne was shot in the leg. 

The Woddburn returned to Fredriksham 
for repairs and Boyae was sent to the act 
hospital. 


Say Seven Shots Were Fired.

Race Course Perfectly Policed. 

The twenty-thrée miles of Lake county 
roads over which the race is to be run will be 
the most perfectly policed race course on 
record. This is the promise of the Chicago 
Automobile club, and is vouched for by 
Sherif!’ Thomas Grant of Lake county and 
Col. Sanborn of the First regiment. The 
sheriff and the colonel have a perfect work- 
ing agreement. Supreme police authority is 
vested in the sheriff, but the soldiers will do 
the work. 

At 5:45 a. m. the assembly cali-will direct 
the troops to fall in. The First battalion, 
under command of Maj. M. lL. C. Funk- 
houser, will march to the homestretch of 
the track and be in charge of the grand 
stand and the streets of Crown Point. 

Maj. James Miles and the Second battalion 
will trek across country and assume control 
of the territory in the vicinity of Cedar lake. 

The. Third battalion, under command of 
Maj.’ Lott; will be conveyed in twenty big 
motor trucks to Lowell, at the southerly end 
of the course 

The course will be cleared at # o'clock and 
will be kept clear of al] unauthorized persons 
atid vehicles until the last car has passed on 
its last lap. The club has built a woven wire 
fence—“ hog tight,” they call it down in 
Posey county—along every foot of the high- 
ways over which the mad racers will careen: 
Anybody who gets outside this fence is tak- 
ing desperate chances. 


Orders Given to Soldiers.

‘The duty to be performed during the prog- 
ress of these races will be a trying one, 
and each officer and man is expected to per- 
form the same in a manner. which will be a 
eredit to the organization to which he be- 
longs. Private property must in all cases 
be respected; care must be exercised that no 
citizen be injured, and the deportment of all 
mus* be sch as will reflect no discredit on 
the regiment.” 


Other Aids of the Sherif. 

Sheriff Thomas Grant has da force of forty 

1 deputy sheriffs who will be stationed 
at the various posts along the course. In 
reserve at the courthouse in Crown Point 
will be twenty-five additional deputies. 

The arrangements are that when a.national 
guardsman finds it necessary to make an ar- 
rest the person arrested will be turned over 
immediately to the nearest deputy. Two 
automobiles are the patrol wagons, and the 
offender will be taken to jail after notifica- 
tion from oné of the forty-one telegraph 
stations along the course.

The roads are the Erie, Penn- 
sylvania, and Monon. The former will be the 
first to pull out, its first train leaving the 
Polk street. depot.at 1 o'clock Fricay and 
Saturday mornings. This first set of cars 
will be followed by eight other groups, which 
will leave the depot at intervals of thirty 
minutes and an hour. 

The ‘Monon route will put on three trains, 
the first leaying the Polk street station at 
4:15 a. m., the second fifteen minutes later, 
and the third at 4:45 a. m. 

The Pennsylvania road at the Union depot 
has made arrangements to send out its trains 
as soon as they are tilled up and will con- 
tinue to do that until the big crowd is gone, 
when the regular trains will go out.

He said she ahd 
Farnum left the hotel together on a number 
of occasions. His deposition contained no 
allegation of misconduct on the part of eith- 
er Mrs. Gould or Farnum. 

The deposition of Clarence Pullen, a negro 
waiter at the Hotel Carroll, was then read. 
Pullen described Mrs. Gould as a “ stout 
middle aged lady with light hair,”’ and said 
Farnum was “a spare, slim fellow with 
black, curly hair?’ 

He said Mrs. Gould had a suite on the sec- 
ond floor and that Farnum was on the fourth 
floor. Mrs. Gould sent him up to Farnum’'s 
room with a note telling him that Mra. Gould 
wanted him to dine with her on that Sun- 
day. 

Farnum sent down word that he would be 
there shortly and Mrs.. Gould told Pullen to 
take the dinner back and keep it hot.

President Roosevelt and Mr. Taft, when 
the latter was secretary of war, frequently 
discussed the need of uniform legislation and 


~ joth were agreed ag to the adviepbility of 


enacting laws for the District of Columbia 
which should be models for the states, Un- 
der the Roosevelt administration various 
laws in this connection were.enacted, Unfor- 
tunately the states have failed. to respond 
with the alacrity that was anticipated. Local 
conditions were responsible for legislation 
different from that in force or proposed for 
the District of Columbia. 

It is evident to President Taft that the mere 
fact that a law is on the statute books of the 
district and that the representatives in con- 
gress of a certain state voted for it, does not 
mean- that the legislature of that state will 
enact the same measure without modifica- 

‘tion. But if public interest be\created in the 
state through the visit of its governor to 
Washington, the chances are better for the 
uniform legislation sought. 

The civic federation proposes ag subjects 
for discussion the regulation of corporations 
and railroads, pure food laws, marriage and 
divorce, child labor, industrial insurance, and 
the conservation of natural resources. There 
is no doubt, of course, that effective reguia- 
tion of state corporations would bring about 
a more satisfactory supervision of these en- 
terprises engaged in interstate commerce, 
which to a limited extent is possessed by the 
federal government through the inquisitorial 
powers of the bureau of corporations agd the 
authority enjoyed by the department of jus- 
tice * 

Must Work Along Federal Lines. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
fong dreamed of state railroad commissions 
working under the same general scheme and 

bringing about that uniformity of regula- 

tion which is desirable both. im the interest 

of the public and the railroads, ‘With nefer- 

ence (© pure food, it is realized by the de+ 
partment of agriculture that in order that 
the people may enjoy unadyiterated food y 
drink and drugs it ie highly Sealrevie'the 
the states shall have legislation’ aldng’ thé” 
lines of federal laws relating to this sub- 
ject. In the case of the meat inspection law 
the department of agriculture confesses that 
it has limitations, owing to the ease with 
which meat and animals rejected by federal 
aut’ drities as unfit for interstate commerce 
mas be sold within’ the state where federal 

condemnation has occurred. , 

Almost hbulf of the meat supply of the 

country is not subject to federal inapection 
and tn few states or cities is there an efficient 
jocal inspection. Revolting and insanitary 
conditions have been found in many local 
abattoirs and shops, but federal inspectors 
are powerless to remedy the situation. More- 
over, preservatives are frequently found in 
meats prepared by jocal, butchers. The 
health of the people demands that the states 
change this situation and enact legislation 
along the lines of the federal inspection laws. 


Powerless in Divorce Evil. 


Congress has confe its inability to. deal 
with the marriage an ivoree problem and 
with child labor. For the purpose of creat- 
ing a public opinon that would lead to action 
by the states the census bureau took a com- 
plete census of marriage and divorce in this 
country. The report of the bureau showed 
that one marriage out of every thirteen was 
@ failure, and that during the last twenty 
Years there had been a steady increase in 
the ratio. 

In the interest of the continuance ahd 
progress of the republic it is imperative 
that there should be effective regulation ,of 
marriage and«divorce, and President Taft 
proposes to use all the means at his dispogal, 
which is, anfertunately, meagré, to obtain. 
it. With refererice to child labor;-the com- 
missioner of labor has been gathering a great. 
deal of information supplementary to. that: 
Which has been published, and it will be 
useful in a campaign for a uniform state 
law. With, régard to industrial insurance, 
that, too, is a matter for, the states, and for 
this reasoh there is no likelihood that it ‘will 
Teceive any consideration from congress, 
The bureau of forestry is deeply ate 
fa the proposal to discuss the ervation of 
Batural resources.

DAYTON TOOTS AND JANGLES 


Brothers Have More Medals Coming to 
Them; Then Off to Ft. Myer. 


Dayton, O.. June 17—[Special.J—Wilbur 
“and Orville Wright; inventors of the aero- 
plane, came near being late for the celebra- 
tion in their honor, which began here today, 
and will culminate tomorrow in the presenta- 
tion to them of federal and state medals. 

They were so busy getting ready for the 
Fort Myer trials with their. new machine 
that they all but missed the opening cere- 
mony. They tinkered away in their work- 
shop for many minutes after their venerable 
father, Bishop Milton Wright; their sister, 
Miss Catherine Wright; and their brothers, 
Lorin and Ruechlin, had entered the car- 
riage which was to bear the distinguished 
sons of Dayton to the ceremony. 

They knew the celebration was on, how- 
ever, through their sense of hearing. Some- 
Body at dawn yelled: “ Hooray for little 
old Dayton!” and the ery, coupled with the 
names of the navigators of the air, resound- 
ed throughout the day and evening, when- 
ever church bells, whistles, and cannon, the 
clanging, tooting, and booming jollification 
had céased forasufficienttime. . 

The committee in charge of the national 
celebration of the fame ofthe. preacher's 
sons who evoluted from theirtoys a machine 
to navigate the air ad commanded noise. 
The members almost came to rue their order 

‘dbEfore the pall of midnight halted the tur- 
Dulence. haa Sy 
Thousands Parade and Shout. 

Noise there was in plenty. With it was the 
expression ty thousandd of the pride Dayton 
feels in her sons. The shouting, thousands 
paraded under banners and archeg, all of 
which brought strikingly to attention the 
achievements of the Wrights. 

“They're the right Wrights, all right,” 
was the text of one great streamer. Another 
was worded: “ Wrights who made Dayton 
famous.”’ 

On every side and above, too, appeared 
miniature reproductions of the Wright aero- 
plane, done in papier mache, cardboard, and 


bunting. Two regiments of the Ohio National 


guard, detailed for the,celebration, marched 


through streets overhtng by imitation air- 
ships. 

Brought to the gathering place of thou- 
sands at 9 o’clock this.morning, the bashful 
aviators were compelled to listen instead of 
vanishing as they did at the Washington 
presentation as they heard themselves 
hailed by their fellow townspeople as the 
champions of the air. 

Ohio Town Surely on the Map. 

Conrad J. Schmidt, president of the Dayton 
school board, who made the chief address, 
thanked the Wrights for their achievement, 
which, he said, had made the name of their 
home town known the world over. In other 
speeches the production of the Wright aero- 
plane was explained, the persistence of the 
brothers commended, and the stanch faith of 
their venerable father, who ventured his all 
in aiding his.sons, praised. . 

Their flight in 1905, on Hoffman prairie, 
eight miles east of Dayton, when the Wrights 
demonstrated they could navigate in the air, 
was recalled in one speech, which also ral- 
lied the people of Dayton for their former 
skeptical tolerance of the Wrights’ efforts. 

The Wright brothers kept up their labors 
in their workshop after returning from the 
ceremonies. In the evening they. had to 
shake hands with hundreds and witness a 
pyrotechnic display. Their modesty was ex- 
hibited also when, after Jonathon Dayton, 
founder of the city, in costume, had glimpsed 
Awo huge birdlike creatures in the air, an- 
other costumed figure had announced that 
‘the Wrights had returned and should be 
welcomed, and the Wright brothers’ part of 
the program was reached. 

Get Medals; Then On to Fort Myer. 

“Tt thank you, géntiémen,” said each of 
the brothers, rising in turn and seating him- 
gelf as quickly. Tomorrow the inventors 

ll receive the medals authorized by the 
Eserat government, thé state of Ohio, and 
‘the city of Dayton. . 

Gov. Judson Harmon will present the state 
medals, while Gen. James Allen, chief signal 
officer of the United States army, will present 
the federal medals. Following the celebra- 
tion the inventors will leave Dayton, going 
to Fort Myer for the tests of their new aero- 
planes there, : ;

Tax Law of 1894 Quoted. 


The opening paragraph of the income tax 


law of 1894, which was section 27 of the fa- 
mous Wilson tariff bHl,:reads as follows: 
“ That from and after the first Cay of Jan- 


} 1900, there shall be assessed, levied, collected, 
and paid annually upon the gains, profits, and 
incomes received in the preceding calendar 
year by every citizen of the United States 
whether residing at home or abroad, and 
every person residing therein, whether said 
gains, profits. or income be derived from any 
kind of property, grants, interests, dividends, 
or salaries, or from any profession, trade, 
employment, or vocation carried on in the 
United States or elsewhere, or from any other 
source whatever, a tax of 2 per centum on 
the amount so derived over and above $4,000 
and a like tax shall be levied, collected, and 
paid annually upon the gain, profits, and 
income from all property owned and of every 
business trade or profession carried on in the 
United States by persons residing without the 
United States.’’ 

From this it will be seen that the income 
tax of 1894 was a limited affair and that it 
expired by its own provision on the first day 
of January, 1900, so that it is not now on the 
statute books, is not a law, and could not be 
used to collect revenue at the present day 
even if the Supreme court did reverse itself 
and declare it to be constitutional. It might 
be possible for the United. States govern- 


and try to assess some people on their in- 
. @omes during the calendar years from 1894 
to 1899 inclusive. “Whether such taxes are 
barred by the statute .of limitations and 
whether the decision of the Supreme court 
could be retroactive enough to overthrow the 
previous and entirely current decision on the 
same subject is something which lawyers 
may cecide. : 


No Income Tax Law Since 1900. 

If the Wilson income tax law did not have 
@ limit to its career and if it had not been 
repealed, Secretary MacVeagh might under- 
take. to assess taxes under it now and thus 
carry the case once more to the Supreme, 
‘court, but, of course, there has been no-in- 
come tax law at all since Jan. 1, 1900. and not. 
much of a one beforethat. The law provides 
for an assessment on incomes of the previous 
calendar year, so that the first assessment 
made by the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue was for 1804, and« agreed caser were at 
once made up, Their importance was so vast 
that the Supreme court acted promptly and 
in decisions rendered April 8 and May 20, 
1895, practically all the law was declared to be 
unconstitutional, the parts which escaped 
are inoperatiye-now absolutely because the 
whole law hag expired by limitation. 

President Taft has been entirely right and 
congress recognizes. the fact that it would 
be unwise to pass a new law on the assump- 
tion that the Supreme court would change 
its views, but there is a joke on the law cabi- 
net’ just the same, because they could not 
have read the law recently without discover- 
ing that its operation was limited to a period 
of-five years inside of the first three lines of 
the law itself. 


Divided on Corporation Tax. 

As to the corporation. tax proposition, there 
is a vast diversity of opinion in congress, and 
if it is passed at all it will be only after a 
long debate, which will prolong the uncer- 
tainty over the. tariff to a degree which 
might do the country more harm than could 
be made up by the benefit of the additional! 
revenue. Senator Aldrich foresees this, and 
has, it is understood, about made up his mind 
not to press this feature until after all’ the 
schedules of the tariff bill are disposed of. If 
that course is pursued it may be all up with 
the dividend tax for this session, In spite of 
the backing of the president. 

It ie admitted by most of the senators and 
representatives who have looked into the 
matter that no new @eparture of this 
wind, involving, ag it does, the interference of 
the government in every department of cor- 
porate business, uniess exemptions are made, 
and also embodying ’'a manifest discrimine- 
tion against owners: of stock in the corpora- 
tions and in favor of the owners of bonds of 
the same corporations, ought to be enacted 
into law without being subjected to the 
closest scrutiny. 


Suggests Exemption Feature. 

Even the president in his recommendation 
suggested exempting national banks, savings 
banks, and building and loan associations, 
but it is evident that the exemptions will 
have to be largely extended, and that it 
might be extremely injudicious to pass such 
a law until it had been thoroughly debated 
in both houses of congress. This would 
be absolutely impossible at the present time, 
because no such measure has ever yet been 
framed up by anybody. It involves the col- 
lection of millions upon millions of revenue 
every year, and it would have to be phrased 
with the greatest care, and probably passed 
only after hearings were given to the cor- 
porations. interested, because 2 per cent on 
net incomes means a pretty generous exer- 
cise of the taxing powers of the federal goy- 
ernment. 

This demand for delay until the subject 
can be thoroughly studied will surely in- 
crease as the days go by, and the final re- 
sult, just as likely as not, will be a.straight 
tariff bill, with neither*the inheritance tax 
nor the tax on corporations included in it.

“AX WITH SULLIVAN 


Leaders of Both Parties Make 
Up, Opening Way to State 
Jobs for Democrats. 


CONFERENCE HELD HERE. 


Minority Appointments Soon to 
Be Announced Under New 
Working Agreement. 


It will be gladsome news to those interested 
in the progress of peace and the brotherhood 
of mankind to learn that Gov. Charites 8. De- 
neen and Roger C. Sullivan have made up and 

are friends, so far as it is possible for per- 
sons hoMing such opposite political views 
to be on amicable terms. 

The governor, coming to Chicago yesterday 
from the scene of his post-legisiative duties in 
Springfield, met Mr. Sullivan ‘face to face 
in the Union League club, the two having 
had an appointment for that purpose. 

The particularly beautiful thing about the 
reconciliation of the leaders in the two parties 
is that some time in the future—possibly even 
in the near future—the minority appoint- 
ments will be made. For lo! these many 
‘years the Democracy, having little power 
of appointment vested in itself, has been 
hungering for. the patronage which the 
statutes provide shall be given to it. 

It has not» been a part of the governor's 
policy to make these appointments. Where 
Democrats ought-to be on many state boards 
and commissions there are vacuums and the 
Democracy. like nature, hates a vacuum. 


Party’s Suggestions Ignored. 

Furthermore, the governor has distressed 
the Democracy by refusing to give an atten- 
tive ear to the suggestions of the Democratic 
state central committee in the few minority 
appointments he has mace thus far. The dis- 
tress was so great that at one time the Demo- 
cratic state organization decided that if the 
Democratic members of the legislature could 
prevent it there would! be no more bi-partisan 
boards.created by the general aesembly. 

This decision had particular. reference to 
the waterway commission and the asylum 
board of control, and it was the Democratic 
intention to have both these boards and all 
others which might be created straight parti- 
san boards. it being the opinion of the Demo- 
‘eratic leaders. that it was better to have 
boards composed entirely of Republicans 
rather than to have boards on which Demo- 
crate were supposed to be. but which offered 
a haven to Democrats who were at outs with 
the state organization. 

The state organization decided that it want- 
ed either its kind! of Democrats or no Demo- 
crats at all. Since that time there have been 
developments. In Springfield Mr. Sullivan 
had a couple of talke with Gov. Deneen and 
they reached a more friendly and sociable 
understanding. 


Arrive at Working Agreement. 

They have now arrived at a working 
agreement, and the long delayed minority 
appointments are expected to be made with- 
in’ a short time—uniess the program be 
changed. Mr. Sullivan and the governor 
have another meeting scheduled for next 
week, at which it is expected that they will 
be able to get still closer to the facts n 
the case. 

The governor has departed for a short 
vacation, which he purposes to take on the 
Illinois river, and nothing in the way of 
businese will be transacted until he has for- 
gotten all about house bills, and senate bills, 


| and opinons from the attorney general, not 


to mention the recent decision of the Su- 
preme court regarding the primary law. 

His attitude toward the Democratic state 
organization undoubtedly resulted to his in- 
jury. It increased the energy with which 
the Democrats threw themselves into the 
last election. It made it easy for them 
to support Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff in 
his contest for reélection against the goy- 
ernor’s forces. The failure to make the mi- 
nority appointments and to recognize the 
Democratic state central committee put an 
edge on the partisan feelings of the Demo- 
crats, and they went after the governor with 
unusual energy, 48 results in the election 
and in subsequent events proved. 


Committee to Do Choosing. 

When it comes to selecting men for ap- 
pointments the state central committee, of 
which Charles Boeschenstein of Edwards- 
ville is chairman, will do the choosing. In 
anticipation of action Mr. Boeschenetein, 
Representative Tippit, and other downstate 
Democrats were in town. 

Two of the good positions open to the De- 
mocracy have been created by the recent 
legislature, beng the twa minority appoint- 
ments on the asylum board of control. These 
positions pay $6,000 a year. 

It is understood that the Democratic state 
central committee will recommend that Au- 
gust Perdun, the minority member on the 
Pontiac board, be retained, and that J. Stan- 
ley ‘Browne of Rockford, the minority mem- 
ber on the state civil service commission, 
continue in office. Most of the places are 
said to be still in doubt. 

Gov. Deneen intimated while in Chicago 
that the special session of the legislature 
which is to consider primary law legislation 
would be called for late in October, and that 
it would haye as its other big issue the un- 
finished waterway legislation. The gover- 
nor’s call also will contain a number of 
railroad propositions which were included in 
the biennial message, but which were neg- 
lected in regular session.

New. York, June 17.—[Special.]}—Subpeenas 
have been issued for Receiver Gorge H. 
Earle of the ‘Pennsylvania Sugar Refining 
company, his counsel, and all the witnesses 
in the suit brought by him against the sugar 
trust to ear before the United States 
grand jury in this city. The government 
seeks to haive the trust indicted for viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust act. It is un- 
derstood the case is set for thé grand jury 
on Monday. 

It is understood that special representatives 
of the government have had access to the 
Barle evidence presented as a result of the 
complications following the Real Estate 
Trust company’s failure in Philadelphia, and 
so the facts collected by Receiver Earle are 
to be used in the proceedings against the 
trust. This was the evidence which did not 
appeal to Attorney Genera! Bonaparte. 

In the subpeena issued to Jos. De F. Junk- 
in, who is one of the counsel for the receiver, 
the Earle documents which are to be produced 
before the grand jury are enumerated, These 
include all the records of the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Refining company, which it was al- 
leged in the Earle suit, was closed as a result 
of the machinations of the trust, virtually al] 
of the papers submitted in the two suits, the 
stock books of the company, and evidence ag 
to correspondence between Segal and Gustaw 
Kissel. :

Washington, D. C., June 17.—[Special.}— 
Senator Cullom and the senate leaders are 
about to realize the import of the good old 
adage, “ You can drive a horse to water, but 
you can not make him drink.” 

Senator Hlect William Lorimer will look 
closely into’ the income tax situation in the 
senate tomorrow and respectfully decline 
the invitation to be sworn in as a senat 
at this time if*he finds the administration 
has sufficient support for its ideas as out- 
lined in the president’s‘message of yesterday. 

“TI am willing to enter the senate right 
now if it:can be shown that my vote is‘needed 
to put through the income tax and corpora- 
tion tax program,” said Mr. Lorimer to- 
night; “but if there is a plan to ‘ake me 
from the house and put me ra a senate seat 
at this time in order to be a handy man in 
possible critical situations as regards any 
other items of the tariff bill, I am afraid 
I will have to disappoint the senate leaders. 
I consiger that my vote will be far more 
essential in the house when the’ tariff bill 
comes up there than it will be in the senate 
right now unless there is a chance of defeat 
on the income tax.” 

Fails to Meet Cullom. 

Mr. Lorimer, accompanied by his wife, five 
of his children and five more nieces and 
nephews, arrived in Washington late this 
afternoon and registered at one of the lead- 
ing hotels. The party spent most of the 
evening dining and chatting. Senator Cul- 
lom, with whom Mr. Lorimer plans to have 
an immediate conference, had retired by the 
time’ the senator elect phoned to his house 
to make an engagement. Mr. Lorimer an- 
nounced that he would repair to the senator's 
house and discuss matters with him tomor- 
row morning before the senate convenes. 

It devolved today that Senator Cullom as- 
sumed the entire responsibility for calling 
Mr. Lorimer to Washington. As far as could 
be learned none of the tariff leaders had ex- 
pressed the fear that his vote might be 
needed in the income tax deliberations which 
were to have been brought before the senate 
tomorrow, but which it now is proposed to 
postpone for a few days. Senator Cullom 
decided that the place of the new senator at 
this time w in Washington, whether he 
was to be sworn in or not, and accordingly 
sent the call. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Lorimer left Chicago with 
the impression that the income tax situation 
demanded his presence in the senate cham- 
ber at once as a full fledged senator. He 
tonight scouted the idea that his invitation 
to come to Washington was to put him in 
training as an administration senator and 
to give a chance to demonstrate his inter- 
pretation of the ‘‘downward revision” idea. 


Lorimer Stands with Aldrich. 


“I think the senators all know my position 
in regard to the tariff,’ said he. ‘“ I am sat- 
isfied that Mr. Aldrich and the finance com- 
mittee are revising the schedules downward 
wherever they can and doing the best thing 
possible for the country where it is mani- 
festly impossible tocutthem. I consider that 
& great deal of harm has been done by the 
Republicans who have insisted that the dec- 
laration of the Republican platform in re- 
gard to tariff revision means the cutting of 
every duty in hale, regardless of its effect on 
the prosperity of important industries and 
the country. It ought to be evident to any 
one that such a revision would be disastrous.”’ 

Mr. Lorimer repeatedly expressed his de- 
terminasion to remain a member of the house 
for the present if it is possible. 

‘“‘ Outside, of being on hand for a possible 
close brush with the income and corporation 
tax dded ties. said he, ‘I would simply 
be added enate for good measure, and 
this I decline to stand for. There are much 
closer battles to be fought in the house and 
I am going to stand by ‘ Uncle Joe; *’ 

Speaker Cannon himself evidently feels 
that the senate will be inconsiderate in rob- 
bing the house Republicans of a vote at this 
time. He had a talk with Senator Cullom 
today, during which he declared that the 
senate could do without Lorimer and the 
house couldn't.

PROGRESS IN KLEIN TRIAL, 


Jury Completed and Eight Wit- 
nesses Examined During Day. 


DEFENSE OUTLINES CASE. 


Will Attempt to Show Homicide Justi- 
flable or Excusable. 


4 


Paxton, I]., June 17.—[Special.]—In the 
trial of Private Joseph B. Klein, in progress 
here, a jury was secured at 10 o'clock this 
morning, and at 11:30 o'clock the opening 
statements had been made and the examina- 
tion of the first witness for prosecution be- 
gun. 

Before adjournment of court this evening 
eight witnesses had been examined. These 
included two eye witnesses, three doctors, 
the conductor of- the train on which the 
soldiers were riding, and the mother of Ear! 
Nelson, the boy who was killed. Attorneys 
for the prosecution informed Judge Harris 
that they could finish the examination of 
their witnesses by noon tomorrow. 


Eye Witnesses Testify. 

‘The two eye witnesses testified that young 
Nelson was on the steps of the car in the act 
of getting off when Klein came out of the 
door of the baggage car with a bayonet in 
his hand and struck his victim in the back. 

The doctors testified that the wound was 
nine or ten inches deep, extending through 
the lung and the pericardium of the heart. 

State’s Attorney Miller, in his opening 
statement, asserted that the evidence would 
show that Klein used force where no force 
Was necessary and that he acted without 
reason or common gense and that he exe- 
cuted his orders in an unlawful manner. 


Line of Defense Indicated. 

Attorney Mansfield for the defense de- 
ecribed the conditions last fall at Springfield 
and the occasion for calling out the troops. 
He took the position that In this time of great 
public danger Private Kiein Was acting under 
orders from his superior officers, was acting 
in the line of duty, and when occasion de- 
manded went about the performance of that 
duty as any soldier should. He contended 
that it was the duty of the soldier to use his 
weapon rather than engage in a ecuffie or fist 
fight. The killing of the boy, he said. was 
an unfortunate accident and constituted a 
justifiable or excusable homicide. which 
under the law cannot be punished. This evi- 
dently will be the line of defense.

DARKENS THE SUN 


Partial Eelipse Plainly Visi- 
ble to Many Observers in 
Chicago District. 


| COMET CANNOT BE SEEN. 


Astronomers Look in Vain for 
Heavenly Wanderer Discov- 
ered by Easterner. 


A partial eclipse of the sun, the first of 
two on the calendar this year, but the only 
one visible in the United States, was 
observed by many Chicagoans yesterday 
evening shortly after 6 o'clock. Later in the 
evening an attempt to view Brook’s comet 
failed. Smoked glasses were brought into 
use by the curious ones, interested because 
of the widespread area from which this as- 
tronomical phenomenon was observable. It 


j is supposed to be seen in all the eastern 


half of the country from the Mississippi river 
to the Atlantic ocean. 
Another event like that of last night is not 
due in this part of the land until 1912. 
University of Chicago astronomers did not 
make a special study of the eclipse. 


Interesting, but Not Noteworthy. 

*“ I did not notice it,’ said Prof. William D. 
McMillan. ‘It was easy enough to be seen. 
but there was no unusual feature connected 
with it. A few photographs were taken at 
the Yerkes observatory. It was an interest- 
ing spectacle to watch, but was too common 
to call for any particular study.”’ 

Prof. Forrest R. Moulton observed the 
moon, but had little comment to make. He 
said he did not observe the tail of Brook's 
comet which it was thought would be visible 


here. 
See Shadow on the San. 

Those who watched the event saw at 
6:17 the moon.creep n the earth and 
the sun until it obs quarter of the 
solar orb. This last | the sun set, 
though the shadowed came gradually 
smaller. 

The comet discovered by Prof. Brooks on 
May 23 was watched for by many astrono- 
mers in this city. It was seen by Edwin F. 
Naulty of New York, illuminating the south: 
eastern sky in Gotham, and he predicted that 
the head of the comet would be seen in Chi- 
cago. 


Too Cloudy at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., June 17.—Although 
preparations were made at the United States 
naval observatory here to take observations 
of the eclipse of the sun today, the cloudy 
weather spoiled the plans of the astron- 
omers. 

The eclipse was visible over eastern Asia 
and almost the whole of North America, 
Greenland, Iceland, and the northern part 
of Finland. 

The eclipse here; however, was but partial, 
the only place where it was total! being near 
the north pole, where, few, if any, white 
men with the exception of Commander Rob- 
ert E. Peary and his crew, now in search of 
the north pole, had an opportunity to ob- 
serve it.

last Monday by a Mexican on @ plantation at” 


Omealca, Vera Cruz, Mexico 

Mrs. Pennington also will seek legal advice 
as to whether she shall seek intervention by 
the United States government to assure bet- 
ter protection for American citizens in 


Mexico, 

Mr. Pennington was thé manager of a plan- 
tation of the Chicago Tropical Planters’ com- 
pany. He left Chicago a little more than a 
year ago for Omealea to take charge of the 
ranch, which consists of coffee, sugar, and 
fruit lands. Mrs. Pennington made several! 
visits to her husband at the plantation, re- 
turning to Chicago the last time two months 
ago. 

Task to Control Natives. 

The murder was committed at a sugar mill 
near the plantation, and Mrs. Pennington 
said her husband and his assistant, George 
Merrill of Saginaw, Mich., had experienced 
much difficulty in dealing with the Mexicans, 
Indians, and negroes who’work on the plan- 
tation. 

It resulted from a dispute between Mr. 
Pennington and a@& native who had owed 
the company $500 and on whose ox power 
sugar cane mill the company had foreclosed 
for the debt. The fatal shot was fired while 
Mr. Pennington's back was turned. The 
Mexican then fied from the plantation. 


Murderer’s Name Not Revealed. 

Merrill telegraphed for the ruralesand com- 
municated with the American consul at Cor- 
dova, who started an investigation and de- 
manded the capture, arrest, and punishment 
of the murderer. 

The dispatches from Mexico did not re- 
veal the name of the murderer, though Mrs. 
Pennington said she thought she knew his 
identity, but refused to reveal the name for 
fear of being in error. 

Mr. Penningion was 43 years old. He was 
born in Jackson, Mich., and came to Chicago 
fifteen years ago and engaged in the furnl- 
ture and store fixture business.

SPECULATION AND SPECULATORS. 


The commoh sense conclusions of the 
committee which has been investigating 
the New York stock and produce ex- 
changes will not commend themselves to 
those who look on all speculation as sin- 
ful and believe legislation can root it out. 
The men who raise wheat and cotton will 
continue to insist that the bear operators 
are their sworn enemies, and every now 
and then will cry out for a federal law 
against them. Those who are saddened 
by the spectacle of lambs that will go 
into Wall street to be shorn will keep on 
appealing to the lawmakers to protect 
them. 

The business men and political econo- 
mists who make up the committee are 
able to see the distinction between legiti- 
mate speculation, as a necessary incident 
of productive operation, and gambling. 
Those who indulge in wholesale condem- 
nation of speculation cannot. The pro- 
ducers denounce “selling short.” The 
committee says it tends to restrain in- 
ordinate advan¢es, which is an advan- 
tage to the community. Speculation 
brings into the market men “ possessing 
capital and special training, who assume 
the risks of holding and distributing the 
Proceeds of crops from .one season to an- 
other with the minimum of cost to pro- 
ducer and consumer.” 

The committee is not blind to the 
abuses of speculation, but when it comes 
to attempting to end or lessen them it 
would have the legislators be careful lest 
they by intermeddling derange useful and 
delicate machinery. Conditions can be 
bettered, says the committee, chiefly 
through the agency of the exchanges 
themselves, and*it-points out what they 
can do in that direction. Popular belief 
in the efficacy of legislation is strong. 
It would be expedient for the exchanges 
to reform themselves and not run the 
risk of the enactment of destructive re- 
formatory legislation in a moment of pop- 
ular irritation. There speculation 
which does what the committee calls “ 4 
almost’ -incalculable amount of

The details set forth 
by a Washington correspondent of Tuz 
TRIBUNE show the opportunity and the 
need. Such a project has long been 
favored by the director of the bureau of 
Amériean republics: [f it were to be 
éstablished it would mean a great increase 
in the political prestige of the United 
States. It would promote our financial 
and commercial interests. Working for 
the direet benefit of the people of the 
Latin-American states, it would be hailed 
with satisfaction by them as opening a 
way out of long standing financia] diffi- 
culties.

The president of the board of educa- 
tion is to send to each school a letter giv- 
ing advice to the pupils. He will tell 
how proper respect may be shown to the 
nation’s birthday without the use of daa- 
gerous explosives, toy pistols, revolvers, 
or other noisemaking articles which’ have 
brought death with them in years past. 
Such a letter will have good effect with 
many children. It will be another cau- 
tionary signal in the path of danger. 

If those who have charge of the pupils 
in the parochial schools throughout the 
city will take like interest in extending 
the warning against the use of dangerous 
articles and the plea for a saner observ- 
ance of the Fourth, Nt will add much 
strength to the movement. The .codpera- 
tion and combined efforts of all are 
needed to change customs long followed. 
The more individuals who take up the 
cry for sanity the sooner the desired im- 
provements will be gained.

STUDY THE CONSTITUTION. 
Every member of the general assembly 
took an oath to “support the constitu- 
tion of the state of Illinois.”” The enact- 
ment of unconstitutional laws is not giv- 
ing support to the constitution. The 
number of such laws which the governor 


has had to veto this month is unprece 


dented. As no member of the general 
assembly would violate deliberately the 
constitution he had sworn to support, it 
must be assumed that the men who voted 
for the bills which had to be vetoed never 
studied the organic law of the _. state. 
They had not the time, they did not be- 
lievé they would understand it if they 
did read it, or it never occurred to them 
that they ought to read it. 

The men who wish to look after the 
héalth, the litigation, or the plumbing of 
the community have to prove their fit- 
ness. Nobody is allowed to do the com- 
monest kind of clerical work for the city 
until he has shown that he knows his 
business, | Under an ideal system of gov- 
ernment a man who asked the community 
to employ him to make its laws would 
be required to pass some kind of an ex- 
amination. It would include an inquiry 
into his knowledge of the national and 
state constitutions. Whoever failed ty 
pass would be ruled out. He would be 
told to look out for some business he un- 
derstood.

the year. Members cannot spend their 


, time more profitably than in studying tne 
interesting document they have sworn to 
_ support. 


Then they will be able to do 
better work. Perhaps the legislators 
should not be taken to task too severely 
for their ignorance of the constitution. 
Judges, of all men, should know it from 
beginning to end, and yet gome judges 
confessed to a TRIBUNE feporter the 
other day their lack of knowledge of one 
of its provisions imposing a duty on them.

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ELSHMEN all over the world will be 
interested to learn of the decipher- 
ing, by Edward W. B. cholson, 
the eminent librarian of the famous 
Bodleian Mbrary at Oxford, of an 

ancient inscription regarding the burial place 
of Llewellyn,’ the last: sovereign. prince: of 
Wales. The site of the grave has always been 
a matter of doubt, speculation, and research, 
but has now, after all these centuries, been 
definitely determined. The place in which 
the prince:-was entombed belonged, accord- 
ing to the inscription, to the abbey of Aber- 
emwy, or, as Welsh historians would rather 
put it, the abbey of Cum Hir, and it was the 
monks of this abbey whe sang the last mass 
which he attended. ° 
--- 

It is stated in most of the histories, and 
has been generally assumed, that with the 
death of Prince Liewellyn, and of his brother 
Davis In 1282, the royal line of Wales became 
extinct. Recent investigations prove this, 
however, not to have been the case. Liewel- 
lyn, the last prince, was survived by three 
brothers. Owen, the eldest, lived and died 
an obscure country gentleman, in Carnarvon- 
shire, and left no issue. 

The turbulent David, who had been created 
an English baron, was tried for high treason 
after Liewellyn’s death, and was hanged, 
drawn, and quartered. His younger brother, 
Roderick,.became a pensioner of the English 
crown, matried an English heiress, and lived 
and died in England. His only son, Thomas, 
succeeded to two small estates in England 
and to one manor in Wales. But he was al- 
ways in want of money, and most of the 
documentary traces left of him are concerned 
with his dealings with money lenders. He, 
however, left at his death in 1363 a son named 
Owen, who redeemed his family fame and 
became a hero of ramance, even in that bright 
era of chivalry, his tragic death being in 
keeping with the unhappy traditions of his 
house. 

. 


Owen-ap-Thomas-ap-Roderick, as he is 
styled in the state papers, seems to have 
grown dissatisfied with his position as a 
needy and suspected sojourner among his 
hereditary foes. He fled to the court of 
France, where he was received with the 
honors due to the rightful prince of Wales. 
He fought against the English at Poictiers 
in 1856, and the glamour of his name drew 
many a Welshman away from the standard 
of Edward the Black Prince. On the conclu- 
sion of peace between the English and the 
French, Yenain de Galles, as ‘Owen of 
Wales’’ was called by his new friends, be- 
came captain of one of those “ free com- 
panies ’’’ which spread terror throughout the 
mountains of Switzerland and the plains of 
Lombardy. _When war broke out again be- 
tween England and France, we find him ap- 
pearing in Brittany as an honored comrade in 
anms of the noblest knight of Christendom, 
Bertrand du Guesclin, “ and bore himself so 
well,’ says the old chronicler, ‘‘ that he was 
greatly praised and well beloved with the 
French king, and with all the lords.” 

Six years later Yuan, as Froissart calls him 
in his *‘ Chronicles,”” was assassinated while

The English state papers prove 
that the murder of Owen of Wales had been 
deliberately planned in advance by the Eng- 
lish authorities at Bordeaux, and that the as- 
sassin was liberally rewarded by the British 
government. Indeed, John Lambe’s receipt 
for the price of blood is still preserved among 
the English state papers, where it can be 
seen by students. Owen of Wales was in- 
terred in the Church of St. Legere, on the 
banks of the Gironde, mourned by the chiv- 
alry of France, or, as Froissart puts it, by 
‘good knyghtes, and squires, Bretons, Poic- 
tevynes, and Frenchmen”; and with him 
were buried the hopes and the dreams of his 
countrymen, who were looking for his return 
to Wales, and for his deliverance of the prin- 
cipality from the yoke of England.

and grace and ploturesque effect. 

Aside from its terpsichorean features 
“The Candy Shop” as a musical play has 
much of the classy quality of the London 
made article, but more of the snap and gin- 
ger of the Broadway brand. Ina softly tint- 
ed bonbon shop embowered with wistaria 
and peopled with daintily gowned girls and 
smartly groomed men, the action begins in 
a@ mannerly. elegant fashion. As time passes 
the humor broadens, the fun becomes even 
boisterous, and yet it is kept within the 
bounds of good taste. There may be mo- 
ments when the boundary line is fairly 
reached, but it is never overstepped. 

The book for which George V. Hobart is 
given credit is of sufficient elasticity to per- 
mit its introduction wherever and whenever 
the dancers are not In view. The airy. mellif- 
luous score composed by John L. Golden 
furnishes the motif for the dancing revels, 
and thus once more due tribute is paid to 
Terpsichore. However, there is an abun- 
dance of real wit in the Hobart lines and 
some of them have a smartness and a tang 
which will make them bywords before many 
days have passed.

The meagerness of the plot and the con- 
venience with which it can be dropped and 
taken up again make the entertainment one 
ideally suited to the summer amusement 
seeker who desires diversion with the least 
possible effort on his own behalf. What story 
there is concerns the uneven course followed 
by the true love of Jack Sweet, the son of the 
candy shop keeper,.for Hilda Noble, whois 
only a candy shop girl. Of course, Jack is a 
ne’er do wee! and a spendthrift, in debt to his 
tailor and every one with whom he comes in 
contact. Naturally, the father frowns on 
the son's worthlessness, and when the boy 
declares his undying love for the pretty Hilda 
he andfthe object of his affections are driven 
from the parental door. 

So far. all is in accordance with the pre- 
scribed rules of playwriting, whether it be 
for the musical or the dramatic stage. It is 
just here that Mr. Hobart rings in a change. 
The unworthy young man does not marry the

That no 
longer is the fashion. This modern gallant

| and there gets a position as barker. while she 


becomes the partner in vaudeville of the 
soda man of candy shop days. 
Through the mazes of Luna Park and the 
second act Paterfamilias Sweet 
searches for his son. and only finds him when 
the time for the final curtain has arrived. 


The first act moves with vim and snap and 


ig excellent of its kind. There is an intoxi- 
cation scene carried through by Frank Lalor 
and Mrs. Yeamans which is quite as ex- 
cruciatingly funny as the similar scene in 
‘‘ Mrs. Peckham’'s Carouse.’"" Mrs. Yeamans, 
impersonating Mrs. Quilligan. a suffragetie 
and a foe to intemperance, visits the shop 
and there meets Comedian Frank Lalor, 
who is supposed to be a tailor endeavoring 
to collect a bill.

The second act is given over almost entire- 
ly to the scngs and dances and Coney Island 
display.

The Cubs gained another half inch on Pitts-

The game on the west side was similar 
to that of last Sunday in that it was an awful 
exhibition.

The trip, which included stops at thirty- 
nine cities in twelve states, is said to have 
been one of the longest ever taken by any 
band of merchants in this country. When 
the special train of seven coaches, two bag- 
gage and one observation car, rolled intothe 
Northwestern station the delegates figured 
they had traveled more than 6,000 miles by 
rail and nearly 3,000 miles in autos as guests 
of commercial! organizations.

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Appointed General gclicitor of 
Illinois Central Road. 


SON OF SOUTHERN LEADER. 


Harahan Says There Will Be No Changes 
on Georgia Line. 


President Harahan of the Illinois Central 
railroad announced yesterday the appoint- 
ment of Blewett Lee of Chicago as the suc- 
cessor of Jacob M. Dickinson, who resigned 
to become secretary of war. Mr. Lee, who 
has been general attorney of the road for sev- 
eral years, will have the title of general 
solicitor, but will occupy the office and per- 
form the duties of Mr. Dickinson, who was 
general counsel. 

W. 8. Horton, heretofore special attorney 
of the road at Peoria, Ill., wili come to Chi- 
cago as general attorney to succeed Mr. Lee. 

Mr. Lee is a son of Gen. Stephen D. Lee of 
the confederate army, and formerly was pro- 
fessor of law at Northwestern university and 
later at the University of Chicago. He was 
born in 1867 near Columbus, Miss., and was 
graduated at the Agricultural and Mechan- 
ical college of Mississippi. 


Studied Here and Abroad. 

He studied at the University of Virginia, 
Harvard, and the universities of Leipzig and 
Freiburg in Germany. He practiced law in 
Atlanta, Ga., from 1890 to 1893 and since then 
has been a resident of Chicago. 

Mr. Horton long has been a member of the 
firm of Stevens & Horton, enjoying an ex- 
tensive law practice at Peoria in addition to 
his railroad legal duties. He has represented 
the Illinois Central in the $15,000,000 back tax 
litigation. 

Since Mr. Dickinson's resignation the office 
of general counsel has been divided between 
the two general attorneys, Mr. Lee and W. 8. 
Kenyon. Mr. Lee’s appointment takes effect 
at once and Mr. Horton's becomes effective 
on July 1. 


Georgia Officers to Remain. 

No change in the management of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad will result from the 
purchase of the property by the Illinois Cen- 
tral, according to President Harahan, who 
returned in the morning from New York 
after negotiating the dqal. 

The officers are to retain their positions. 
he said, and the 1.900miles of the system wil) 
continue to be operated Independently. 

The Illinois Central already has through 
passenger and freight service in connection 
with the Central of Georgia to Jacksonville. 


Harahan Explains Purchase. 

“The principal advantage to the Illinois 
Central from the purchase of the road,"’ Mr. 
Harahan said, ‘‘ will be that it gives us com- 
manding position in a territory which we 
heretofore have served only as a connecting 
line. It also opens up a new outlet to the 
sea through Savannah, in addition to our 
present port at New Orleans, 

“The Central of Georgia owns two boat 
lines, one frdm Boston and one from New 
York, and itis in good physical condition. 
New roundhouses and shops are being con- 
structed at Macon, Ga.” 


Erie Ordered to Pay $62,939. 

A judgment for $62,939, one of the largest 
ever entered by a judge of the Municipal 
court, was entered by Chief Justice Harry 
Olson yesterday against the Erie railroad 
company in favor of the Oneocnto Milling 
company of Chicago and Buffalo. 

Judge Olson overruled a motion for a new 
trial and attorneys for the railroad an- 
nounced that an appeal would be taken.

CROP NEWS IS CONFLICTING. 


Coarse Grains Score Stibstantial Gains 
on Better Cash Demand. 


Oversold pit conditions were mainly respon- 
sible for a sharp recovery in wheat values 
yesterday. the aggressive selling tactics of 
the bears for the last few days having weak- 
ened their position. Foreign news was less 
bearish, moreover, and there was a general 
inclination to seize the profits offered. In 
the genera! situation as to crops in this coun- 
try and the cash position there was little 
change. the shifting of prices being almost en- 
tirely the result of technical pit conditions. 
Closing prices for the day were 4@%c high- 
er, most of the advance being scored in the 
last hour. Outside trade was still Mght. Col- 
vin, Bartlett-Patten, Roberts. Lake, Wrenn, 
and J. Rosenbaum were on the buying side 
on the decline. Clement-Curtis, Cudahy 
brokers, Logan-Bryan, and Barrel) sold 
early. 


Liverpool Relatively Strong. 

Liverpool at the close was unchanged to 
%d lower and was comparatively firm fol- 
lowing the big decline on this side Wednes- 
day. Budapest was 2%c higher, owing to 
continued. drought in Hungary and Paris, 
Antwerp, and Berlin were not much changed. 
Dry weather continues in Argentina ahd 
shipments from that country for the week 
were estimated at 1,600,000 bushels, or con- 
siderably less than a year ago. Smaller ex- 
ports for the week were estimated also from 
Russia and India. 

A war scare of smal! dimensions was made 
of a reported clash between Russian and 
English steamers in the English channel. 
The weakness in the stock market on this 
account caused some of the shorts to take 
alarm and induced some buying. It was not 
given much consideration. 


Crop Outlook Favorable. 

The crop outlook on the whole continues 
favorable and new wheat will soon be mov- 
ing. St. Louis bought new No. 2 red winter 
wheat in ‘Tennessee for shipment today, and 
as harvest has ‘been in progress in the south- 
ern part of the belt fer some time, the new 
wheat soon swill be finding its way to market. 
Cash prices continued to show further read- 
justment as the result of the approaching 
new wheat rum but values are still high and 
in many sections farmers still have exalted 
ideas as to prices. Whether these ideas will 
suffer a change later is a question. The ma- 
jority of traders are.now banking on a lib- 
eral run of wheat during July, and if it 
should materialize it is difficult to see how 
prices can be maintained anywhere near 
present cash lévels. No. 2 hard here sold at

PARISHES FORMED 


Task of Redistricting Part of 
Diocese Completed by Cler- 
gymen’s Committee. 


LOCATIONS TO BE NAMED. 


Archbishop Quigley Will An- 
nounce Appointments of 
Priests Next Week. 


Redistricting of portions of the Chicago dio- 
cese and the formation of six new parishes, 
made necéssary by a rapid increase of the 
Catholic population in the west and south 
sections of the city during the last decade, 
has been carried out under the direction of 
church officials, and announcements of vital 
interest to the Catholic clergy and laity in 
connection with important changes are to be 
made next Monday. 

The work of dividing certain parishes as 
they now exist for the formation of a new 
half dozen has been in the care of a special 
committee of clergymen of the local diocese 
which has conferred with an advisory com- 
mittee of higher church officials. The work 
' of redistricting has extended over a period of 
six months and is practically complete. 


Appointments to Be Made. 

An official report to the head of the Cath- 
olic church tn Chicago is to be made at once, 
and it is expected that Archbishop Quigley 
will make formal announcement of the loca- 
tion of the new parishes and the appointment 
of priests the first of next week. 
With the division of the old parishes and 
the establishment of the new positions are 
made for six more priests of the diocese, and 
these appointments are expected atonce. To 
fill these positions six priests have been 
ziven their release from the Rockford dio- 
cese and will be received here. They are: 
The Rev. M. Cotter, the Rev. M. Gilmartin, 
the Rev. J. J. Mullaly, the Rev. D. P. O’Brien, 
thé Rev. F. Reynolds, and the Rev. T. Ryan. 


Assignments of Priests. 

These priests will assume charge of par- 
ishes to be formed in the following manner: 

The parish of St. Anne's church, which is 
located at the corner of Garfield boulevard 
and Wentworth avenue, is to be divided. The 
southeast portion of this parish, comprising 
about a third of the population of the district, 
will form one of the new parishes. 

The portion of St. Leo's parish lying north- 
west of Seventy-eighth street and Emerald 
avenue is to form another new parish. In 
this particular portion of the city the growth 
of the Catholic population has been unusual 
within the last five vears. The Rev. P. A. L. 
Egan turns over.a portion of his parish here. 

Two new parishes are to be established in 
Austin. The parish of St. Catherine of 
Siena church, at Washington boulevard 
and Park avenue, where the Rev. Louis A. 
Campbell is the priest in charge, will be 
almost evenly divided to make two parishes. 
This section of the city is said to be filling rap- 
idly with a Catholic population, and both the 
new parish and what remains of the old are 
counted upon to grow much within the next 
decade. 

To Divide St. Mel’s Parish. 

The same conditions are true of St. Mel's 
parish, which will be splitintwo. St. Mel's 
church is at the corner of Washington 
boulevard and Forty-third avenue and the 
pastor is the Rev.P. J. McDonnell. 

St. Bernard's parish in Englewood will be 
cut in two. The Rev. Bernard J. Murphy is 
pastor of St. Bernard's church at Sixty-sixth 
street and Stewart avenue. 

The section of the south side lying west of 


parish. Up to the present this district has 
been connected with the parish of the Church | 
of the Holy Cross, 6604 Jackson avenue, but 
is somewhat removed from the center of the 
parish, lying to the northwest, and has lately 
developed a big Catholic population. The 
Rev. D. D. Hishen is the pasor of the Church 
of the Holy Cross. 
New Census of Catholics. 

The committee which has just completed 
its labors of redistricting, of which the Rev. 
E. A. Kelly, pastor of St. Anne's, has acted 
as chairman, has practically made a new 
census of the Catholic population of Chica- 
go.. This was necessary to determine the 
congested and crowded neighborhoods. 

Comparison of the new Rockford diocese, to 
which Bishop Muldoon recently went from 
Chicago, with the Chicago diocese, makes 
the former look almost poverty stricken so 
far as per capita Catholic population per 
acre is concerned, and for that reason six 
priests were moved from that diocese to 
this. 

Archbishop to Name Priests. 

During the last week Archbishop James E. 
Quigley has been in Kewanee, IIl., adjust- 
ing changes with reference to parishes there. 
He is expected to return to Chicago today or 
tomorrow. The selection of names for the 
new parishes will rest with the head of the 
Catholic church in Chicago.
